This conference was held late 
this afternoon. 

There is a feeling, not definitely con- 
firmed, that the danger of an imme- 
diate strike call is past. 

Discuss Their Reply. 

Union officials conferred for six hours 
on the president's statement, but they 
steadfastly refused to divulge its con- 
tents, on which White House officials 
likewise maintained absolute ailence. 
Nor would the union chiefs give any 
information ds to what their reply 
woukl be. 

Mr. Hines late today sent a letter: 
to the Brotherhood of Maintenance of 
Way Employés restating his attitude 
toward that group's strike, called for 
Tuesday. He did not make public the 
nature of his communication, but it 
was ‘hinted he had informed the main- 
tenance workers they could expect 
nothing further in the way of wage 
increases from the railroad adminis- 
tration. Members of the committee 
which has been representing the main- 
tenance employés denied this, but de 
clared there had been no decision to 
call off their prospective strike. It 
would involve 300,000 men. 

Trainmen Bound by Statement. 

After Mr. Hines had given the ad- 
ministration’s final word to Mr. Lee's 
organization the trainmen’s president 
said he regarded the White House de- 
cision as “binding on our union as 
well as the others.” Although Mr. Lee 
declined to discuss the next move he 
would make, it was understood he 
would not break from the other or- 
ganizations. , 

It was indicated also thet he would 
permit the wage agreement, notice of 
abrogaticn of which was given for 
Feb. 23, to remain in effect until the 
termination of federal control. Mem- 
bers of his committee seemed to ac- 
cept this as their chief's stand. 

The genera] attitude of the union 
officials, after being made acquainted 
with the president's statement in a 
conference on the south lawn of the 
White House, was plainly one of dis- 
appointment. Some of them were open- 
ly dissatisfied, but the more conserva- 
tive leaders urged that they bide their 
time in the hope of success along other 
lines. 

Wilson’s Stand a Mystery. 

Whether this attitude was proof that 
the president had flatly denied the re- 
quests for increases, or was an indica- 
tion he had submitted an unsatisfac- 
tory counter proposal, was the sub- 
ject of differences of opinion among 
union leaders who were not made ac- 
quainted with the president's reply. 

Many of them had believed, it was 
stated, that a compromise would be 
offered, but there was a growing belief 
that the White House decision had 
been strictly in accord with the recom- 
mendations submitted by Mr. Hines. 

It was understood Mr. Hines had 
told the president that the railroad 
earnings were insufficient to take care 
of a new pay raise.

Announcement of Resignation. 


Announcement of the resignation of 
the secretary was made by the state 
department at 7:45 o’clock tonight. 

“Secretary of State Lansing has re- 
signed and his resignation has been ac- 
cepted, taking effect today,” was the 
brief announcement.

spondence exchanged between the 
president and Mr. Lansing during the 
last-six days on the subject of their 
differences.

Calling of First Meeting. 

When Secretary Lansing called the 
cabinet to. meet on Oct. 14, it was un- 
derstood to have been with the ap- 
proval of the president. Certainly it 
Was not done without the knowledge 
of Mr. Tumulty, secretary to the presi- 
dent, who was in constant touch with 
Mr. Lansing and who was regarded at 
least as being in touch with the pres- 
ident through Dr. Grayson. 

Members of the cabinet supposed at 
least that the president was kept fully 
informed regarding the meetings held 
inasmuch as they were attended, not 
only by Mr. Tumulty on numerous oc- 
casions but by Dr. Grayson also. Be- 
sides the president’s illness when the 
first meeting was called, the coal 
strike had been ordered, and it was in- 
cumbent upon ‘the government to act 
in the matter.

Purpose of France Veiled.

The reply of 
Brockdorff-Rantzau inevitably took 
the line that Germany had laid down 
her arms on the basis ef certain assur- 
ances, and that the treaty in many 
particulars was not consistent with 
these assurances. But this is exactly 
what the president could not admit; in 
the sweat of solitary contemplation 
and with prayers to God he had done 
nothing that was not just and right; 
for the president to admit that the 
German reply had force in it was to 
destroy his self-respect and to disrupt 
the inner equipoise of his soul, and 
every instinct of his stubborn nature 
rose in self-protection. 

To his horror, Mr. Lloyd 
George, desiring at the last moment 
all the moderation he dared, discov-

There is no subtlery no surer 
means of overturning the existing 
basis of society than to debauch the 
currency.” 

Says Loan Europe No Money. 

The solution in part, according to the 
author, is a revision of the treaty. 
Meanwhile European bankruptcy is no 
less a fact.

TO UNITE VOTE 


Both Wings Opposed to 
Third Party Idea. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS... 

A movement to get together the con- 
servatives and liberals, the reaction- 
aries and radicals, in farmers’ organ- 
izations, with an aggregate member- 
Ship of 1,500,000, for a political drive 
in the agricultural states next Novem- 
ber, is simmering beneath the surface 
of the All-American Farmer-Labor Co- 
operative congress. Next Monday at 
Des Moines is the time set for the 
effort to consolidate unless rail strike 
causes postponement. 

The “co-op” in its sessions at Car- 
men's hall is sticking strictly to its 
program of fostering methods for di- 
rect dealing between producer and con- 
sumer. 

Last night a call upon the govern- 
ment to turn- unused army motor 
trucks over to the agricultural de- 
partment for use in good road build- 
ing and in hauling farm products to 
market was drafted by the committee 
on digect trading. A committee is to 
take it at Washington. The cor- 
ridor talk dwelt largely on the Des 
Moines powwow. 

# Since the armistice the agricultural 
societies of the country. have been split, 
much as organized labor has been, be- 
tween the right and left wings, the 
conservatives and the radicals. In 
the labor unions there has been a 
continuous contest for control between 
the two opposite elemé@nts. Similarly 
among the agricultural organizations 
there has been a conteat over which 


piece for the farmer—who, as a matter 
of practice, is quite used to using his 
own megaphone. 


How Farmers Are Divided. 


On questions of policy the line of

It would follow lines similar to those 
urged upon organized Inabor by Samuel 
Gompers and identical with those fol- 
lowed by the Anti-Saloon league in 
putting. over .the “dry. America.” 
amendment. Congress, in particular, 
is aimed at, the idea of the consolida- 
tion promoters being to line up all 
candidates for the senate and house, 
work for those supporting the pro- 
gram and figAt those opposing it. 

Adopt “Coép” Program Today. | 
One question over which the two 
groups split was the railroads. The 
“ conservatives " have urged return of 
the roads to their private owners, while 
the “liberals” in general Nave been 
for a two years’ extension of govern- 
ment operation. Both sides say they 
represent the real views of the farmer.

SITUATION. 

The latest developments in the rail strike negot!- 
ations seem to indicate that conservative counsels 
are beginning to have weight. If this prove true, 
it will be»entitely, we think, to the advantage of 
labor as well as to that of the country. Conserva- 
tive labor, if not radical labor, must realize that 
the proposed strike would have neither the support 
nor the sympathy of the public.

Deportation of alien Reds has been passjonately 
protested by radicals and sentimentalists.on the. 
ground that it was a departure from our traditional 
policy of asylum. 

The charge is, of course, a perversion, but sig- 
nificant. Asylum is refuge from oppression. Berk- 
man and Goldman and others deported were not 
denied refuse from oppression. They enjoyed it 
for years. But they were not content with refuge. 
They have tried to transform the refuge to suit 
their own ideas. 

But when the end of our patience arrived, were 
they sent back to be oppressed by the powers 
from which they had escaped tb or asylam?. They 
were not. They were returned to bolshevik Rus- 
sia, where conditions are what they would have 
them become in America. 

If an American believer in republican institu- 
tions should go to Russia to try to overthrow the 
Lenin government and were deported back to 
America, would it be called a breach of the right 
of asylum? Not by an unscrambled brain. ~~ 

But now we have another phase of this asylum 
question. It is proposed in congress to shut off 
immigration for two years. We know there are 
nundreds of thousands abroad who are suffering 
oppression, economic or political, Are they to be 
denied asylum? | 

Two groups say yes. There are those who are 
afraid that immigration would bring in many bo)- 
sheviki or other violent radicals. These think 
America has all it can assimilate and.ought not 
to take in any more aliens, at least for a while. 
Their objection is social and political, .

In the. troublous period since the signing of the armistice, Jabor in the United States has 
been involved in a series of strikes, capital “has shown a disposition to strike in the sense of 
not seeking investments that are essential to the country,” and now the Post Office Department 
warns us the farmers threaten to strike.

“I have just finished figuring up 
what the eggs, poultry, and cream that I sold last-year brov~ht me, and I will not be in the 
business next year,” says another. Because the price of wha. the farmer sells is going down 
and the price of what he buys is going up, he is looking, it seems, with envious and resentful 
eyes upon the city dweller who “works only six or eight hours a day and makes two or three 

times as much @s the farmer,” whose working-day is “frofi twelve to sixteen hours.
